Gentlemen, 

I  beg  t.q  present.  the  following  Report,  on  the  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  Borough  of  Maid  on  during  the  year  1903. 

POPULATION.  Tiie  population  of  Mal'd on,  es*  imated  t.o  the  middle  of 
1903,  was  6599,  It.  consists  chiefly  of  art/ Is  ana  employed  in 
Foundries,  Timber  yards  and  Flour' Mills,  and  of  Tradespeople. 

It/  includes  also  a  certain  number  of  Fishermen  and  Seamen  and 


a  few  agricultural  Labourers. 

FQtiSF  AG 00;' K. 00 a f ION .  Some  of  the  older  houses  are  very  ill-built 
and  deficient  in  airspace  and  ventilation,  any  of  them  are 
overcrowded  owing  to  a  want  of  houses  at  a  low  rent.  Some  ouilciir: 
-has  seen  going  on  of  late  arid  it  is  satisfactory  to  notice  that 
the  building  byelaws  have  been  strictly  enforced  curing  the  last 
year, 

GENAGF,  &  •vw  L- agb.  Most  of  tile  Town  has  a  water-borne  system  of 
sewerage.  The  sewage  is  discharged  in  a  crude  state  into  the 
tidal  estuary  of  the  river  Bl&ofcwater.  The  coif iguration  of  the 
ground  makes  it.  impossible  to  confine  it  to  a  single  out  .fall, 
aid  consequently  it  would  oe  difficult  t.o  adopt,  any  complete 
measures  for  purification.  It-  is  t.o  be  hoped  however,  that  at 
the  largest  outfall,  at  any  rate,  which  deals  with  about.  5/6  of 
the  total  sewage,  it  .nay  soon  be  possible  to  establish  some  form 
of  Bacterial  filter.  There  are  still,  I  regret  to  say,  a 
considerable  number  of  Privies  in  use  in  some  parts  of  the  town, 
most  of  them  are  in  a  runious  condition,  and  the  surrounding  soil 
is  polluted  with  sewage.  It  is  instructive  t.o  note  that  out  of 
66  cases  of  Enteric  fever  con*  meted  in  1  aid  on  during  the  last 
six  years,  29,  or  ore  than  one  half,  nave  arisen  in  nouses  with 
Privies-  although  these  form  quite  a  small  fraction  of  the  total 
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Houses  in  the  Borough.  This  number  ts  being  reduced  year  by  year 
by  t>iie  aot-ton  of  trie  Sanitary  Authority.

An  old  standing  nutsanoe  in  connection  with  afVsewag 
polluted  ditch  behind  Foundry  Terrace,  has  at  last  oeen 
successfully  dealt,  with,  the  sewerage  having  oeen  d i verted ' into 
a  properly  made  ewer.  The  Council  is  to  oe  congratulated  on

By  the  term  “  Non-residents  ”  is  meant  persons  brought  into  the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  and  dying  in  public 
institutions  there  ;  and  by  the  term  “  Residents  ”  is  meant  persons  who  have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on  account  of  sickness  or 
infirmity,  and  have  died  in  public  institutions  elsewhere. 

Tbe  “  Public  institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables  are  those  into  which  persons  are  habitually 
received  on  account  of  sickness  or  infirmity,  such  as  hospitals,  workhouses  and  lunatic  asylums.  A  list  of  the  Institutions  in 
respect  of  the  deaths  in  which  corrections  have  been  made  should  be  given  on  the  back  of  this  Table.

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Notes. — (a)  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occnrring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 
without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “Non-residents'’  occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  distinct  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
this  Table. 

{ b )  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  “Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 
“  Public  Institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“  Localities  ”  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

•(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of 
“  Residents  ”  or  of  “  Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to 
be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should 
equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities”  in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal 
those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at 
all  ages  in  column  2  of  this  Table  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

■(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  certified  as  from  diarrhoea, 
alone  or  in  combination  with  some  other  cause  of  ill-defined  nature ;  and  also  deaths 
certified  as  from 

Epidemic  enteritis ; 

Zymotic  enteritis ; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea  ; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro¬ 
enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry 
from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have 
reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term 
“Diarrhoea.”  Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer,”  “Phthisis”  and  “Puerperal  fever” 
should  be  included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included 
under  the  latter. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  1.,  II.,  III.  and  IV.,  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.

1114  vessels  with  an  a -5  '-re  gate  tonnage  of  50,121  t  ons  have  entered 
t  he  Port,  of  Maid  on  of  these  26  vessels  with  an  aggregate  tonnage 
of  3279  tons  came  from  Foreign  Ports,  and  1088  with  a  ho  mage  of 
46842  cam9  coastwise.  About,  one  third  of  the  vessels  entered  the 
wafers  of  the  Urban  District*  All  vessels  entering  the  Port 
are  ins  eoted  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  his  deputies,  who  have 
orders  t.o  report  any  suspicious  cases  of  illness,  and  the  arrival  __ 
of  any  vessel  from  a  foreigh  port  to  the  Medical  Officer* 

Owing  to  tie  prevalence  of  Small-pox  on  the  Tyne  t  have 
given  orders  that,  all  vessels  from  Tyne  Port.s  are  to  be  reported 
to  me  and  I  have  made  a  personal  inspection  of  such  Vessels* 

No  San it  Ary  defects  were  reported  o  1  board  ship  curing  the 
year  and  there  have  been  no  bases  of  Infectious  illness  and  no 
deaThs.  The  f-aldon  Join*  Fospit&l  Board  has  now  opened  an 
Isolation  Fospital  at  F  e ./bridge  where  oases  of  Infectious  disease 
from  the  Port  can  be  received  and  any  necessary  disinfect. ion  can
